Operated 
by motors of five horsepower cjr 
larger, fans deliver an air volume 
f five to 10 cubic feet per minute 
er bushel. Corn may be dried 
atisfactorily without supplemen- 
ary heat if the temperature is 60 
egrees or above and the relative 
umidity 60 per cent or below. 
When heat is needed, there are 
rop driijrs available which can 
landle this job. Such units have 
iuilt-in heaters ,and motor-driven 
ans, as well as thermostats and 
ither controls to keep the tem- 
lerature and air flow at corret 
.rying levels. 


Both single and double cribs 


may be used for drying, provided 
a few recommendations are fol- 
owed and minor alterations made, 
first, install the fan at the en- 
rance of the crib and seal off all 
ipace around the fan. In double 
iribs, seal up the other doorway 
as 
well. 
Tight-sided 
buildings 


should have adequate openings 
around the top of the cribs so 
moisture laden air can escape. The 
nstallation of a slatted 
"A" 


'rame on the floor of single cribs 
vill help speed up the drying job 
and make it more satisfactory. 
Air is blown into the frame and 
moves up through the corn piled 
on top and around it. Where space 
jermits, fans or crop driers may 


located in the driveway of 


double cribs and the air blown di- 
rectly into side bins as desired. Be 
sure that air passes through all of 
the corn. 


The development of mechanical 


drying methods and pickers en- 
able farmers 
to harvest 
corn 


earlier. This enables them to clear 
fields for early seeding of small 
grains or cover crops, reduces the 
chances of loss from insect pests 
and cuts down possible damage 
from fall storms. Artificial drying 
also gives the farmer control over 
pre-crop storage problems, thus 
helping him to by-pass soft corn 
worries.

in the new rabbit or "one shot" 
vaccine coming on the market 
at the present time for the pre- 
vention of cholera, They seem to 
offer a lot of possibilities, but 
it's doubtful if they will be as 
effective as some of the publici- 
fy indicates.* * * 


It must be remembered that 


these new vaccines have been used 
on only about 25,000 hogs out of a 
total of about 60 million treated in 
the country each year. Those that 
were treated were in hand picked 
herds which probably had above 
average sanitary and health con- 
ditions. 


It takes at least three days to

munize after treatment with 
:se vaccines.«

Practically one-half the hogs 


in the country never receive any 
anti-hog cholera treatment. This 
kind of neglect causes hundreds 
of thousands of dollors loss each 
year.

A spe- 
cial attachment can be bought for 
some pickers so that snapping 
rolls can be reversed by pulling a 
lever. Reversing the 
rolls will 


often unclog the snapping rolls. A 
fire extinguisher should be carried.

Low-Fare Transatlantic Air 


Service Deserves a Trial 


Next month at Nice, France, the international airlines 


will meet to discuss the proposed 1952 inauguration of air 
tourist class service between Europe and America. 


In Bermuda last spring, the principle of tourist service 


was accepted by these lines. But they set autumn of 1952 
as a starting date, and left to subcommittees such details as 
fares, seating densities, and flight frequencies. 
* 
* 
* 


The U. S. Civil Aeronautics board was on record for the 


general proposal. But it found itself unable to approve the 
ultimate recommendations of the International Air Trans- 
port Association. It, argued that suggested flight frequen- 
cies and seating densities were inadequate to promote the 
kind of traffic volume needed to make the service pay. 


In September the lines met once more in London. And 


here 10 carriers, while still voicing adherence to the "prin- 
ciple" of tourist flights, blocked action on the pending plan. 
It was a renewal of opposition they had exhibited continu- 
ously until the Bermuda session. 


At this point Pan American World Airways stepped for- 


ward to declare that, regardless of opposition, it would 
launch low-fare tourist service to Europe next April 1. It 
fixed $225 as the one-way price to London, compared with 
the existing $395 first-class rate. A round trip would cost 
$405. Comparable reductions to other countries were prom- 
ised. 


It was fitting that Pan American should take the lead in 


forcing action, since it was the original proponent of trans- 
Atlantic tourist service. P,an Am's president, Juan Trippe, 
urged the move as far back as September, 1948, and has 
-hammered it steadily since. The company now operates a 
successful tourist service to Puerto Rico, Bermuda and parts 
of South America. ^ >' 
? 


Everyone interested in wider travel for more people at 


lower cost, in broader international education and under- 
standing, in expansion of Europe's dollar-earning oppor- 
tunities, must hope Pan American succeeds in establishing 
this service, and that present opponents of the plan have a 
change of Ijeart at Nice—or thereafter. ' 


EGA and finance ministries and travel associations in 


Britain, France and other nations are among those who see 
in a promised enlargement of the tourist trade a superb 
chance to swell Europe's scanty dollar supplies. 


The opponents argue that tourist flights would steal 


traffic from first-class flights and that the service could not 
pay for itself. Some also complain that equipment on hand 
is insufficient for both kinds-of service. 
*

A look at the record suggests their position is basically 


weak. Wherever tourist or coach service has been intro- 
duced—with reasonably good equipment (minus frills), fre- 
quent schedules and high seating density—it has been uni- 
formly successful in tapping wholly new travel' markets. 
For, despite the competition, first-class travel has also grown: 


i At stake here is a service .which would bring transat- 


lantic air transport within range of the pocketbook of the 
average American with just two or three weeks' Vacation 
time. What that could mean is abundantly clear. 


It is a prospect eminently to be desired, for both Europe 


and this country. The figures projecting the size of the un- 
tapped market are impressive. The weight of evidence is on 
the side of those who want to establish the service. Their 
plan merits a full trial. If they are right, the nations of the 
Atlantic community will enter a new era of cheap overseas 
transport that promises them much both economically and 
culturally.

I have received so many ques- 


tions on Samba in the last few 
weeks that I have decided to an- 
swer «them all by describing the 
game once more in a couple of 
columns. If you already know all 
about the game, bear with me for 
the sake of the newcomers. 


Samba is three-pack Canasta. 


The name was invented by John 
R. Crawford, whose full-length 
book on the game is a litle classic. 


You play the game with three 


regular decks and six jokers, a 
total of 162 cards. Each player is 
dealt 15 cards to begin with. 


Game is 10.000 points. When 


your score is 7,CCO points or more 
your minimum meld is 150 points. 


When you draw front the stock 


pile, you take two cards instead of 
only one. However, you discard 
only one card, as in regular Canas- 
ta. Hence you keep increasing 
your hand by one card whenever 
you draw from the stock pile. 


This is a rule that dozens of 


readers ask me about. You're not 
allowed to draw just one card and 
then switch to the discard pile. 
Nor are you allowed to take the 
discard pile and then take one 
card from the stock piie. You must 
make up your mind whether you 
want the discaid pile or a draw 
from the stock pile; you can't have 
both. 


Another thing that puzzles some 


readers is the draw that ends the 
stock pile. Sometimes there's only 
one card left in the stock pile when 
your turn comes. If you draw that 
card, it is your full draw. There 
is no second card for you, so you 
must be satisfied with one. You 
must still discard, even though you 
have drawn only one card. 


If there is only one card in the 


stock at your turn to draw, and if 
that card is a red three, you must 
put it down on the table. Play then 
ends at once. You are not allowe< 
to meld and you are not allowed to 
discard. The same procedure is 
followed if the last two cards of 
the stocK are both red threes. You 


ends then and there without fur 
ther melding and without a dis 
card.

Patient's Health Must Be• 
Built Up in Bronchitis 


"I have had chronic bronchitis 


for about six years and at times 
cough a lot, especially when I 
first pet up in the morning. I 
bring up a lot of phlegm, and 1 
stay quite thin from the coughing 
every day. Aren't there some shots 
that would help me, or some tonic 
that would build me up so I won't 
cough so much?" writes Mrs. E. 
H. 


This letter brings up the sub- 


ject of chronic bronchitis, which 
is not only a distressing, but also 
a potentially dangerous condition. 


Shots probably will not help 


Mrs. H. unless the infection is 
active and will yield ta penicillin 
or one of its relatives. Tonics 
may be useful in helping to build 
up her strength, but neither of 
these can be counted on to leheve 
her entirely. 
"if bronchitis comes on suddenly, 
Jthe symptoms at the start may 
seem to be like those of an oidi- 
nary cold. A feeling of heaviness 
over the chest and pains in the 
bones and back are common In 
mild cases fever may be absent, 
but in severe cases, it can be as 
high as 103. 


The most characteristic sign is 


a cough which comes on in par- 
oxysms and causes great distress. 
At first the cough is dry. but later 
the secretion becomes more and 
more abundant and is brought up 
with the coughing. 


Sometimes bronchitis comes on 


more slowly and is said to be 
"chronic" from the start. The 
causes of chronic bronchitis are 
much the same as those of the 
acute variety, that is, germs, vi- 
ruses, irritating fumes and the 
like. The symptoms are also sim- 
ilar hut not so severe. 
DRUGS MAY HELP 


Drugs may relieve the symp- 


toms somewhat. The substance 
which causes the irritation should 
be removed, if possible. Every 
effort should be made to build up 
the patient into good health and 
avoid irritation to the air pass- 
ages. 


Change of climate, when it can 


be arranged, is an important part 
of treatment for many patients 
with 
chronic bronchitis. Often 


those who cannot seem to get 
over their chornic cough at home 
promptly improve when they go 
to a warm and mild climate, such 


as southern California or Flonda. 


Bronchitis can lead to other 


changes in the lungs such as 
bronchiectasis, which is a. dilation 
of the small tubes in the lungs or 
to the .accumulation of air called 
emphysema. Complications such 
as these are important and every 
effort should be made to prevent 
them.

may have licked one of aviation's most troublesome problems—the 
fouling of spark plugs. 


A new ingredient that is added to aviation gasoline does the trick. 


It was developed at Shell's research laboratory at Wood River, 111. 


Laboratory and ground tests 


indicate the new ingredient will 
produce up to an eleven-fold in- 
crease in the time a spark plug 
will give trouble-free operation. It 
now is being tested in actual flight 
operations, prior to being put into 
general civilian and military use. 


James H. Doolittle, Shell vice 


president, declares: 


"This additive promises great 


advantages for both civil and mili- 
tary planes. Not only will it cut 
the loss of time and money due to 
the grounding of planes for un- 
scheduled replacement of spark 
plugs, but it also will make en- 
gines more reliable and permit 
more 
economical

use of 


fuel." 


Causes Failure to Fire 


Spark plug fouling- 
failure 


to fire—is caused by gradually- 
accumulating deposits that allow 
electricity to flow across insulated 
parts of the spark plug, short- 
circuiting it so that it does not 
fire. This results in power loss 
front the engine, and if both plugs 


engine vibrations may be set up. 


The new ingredient—so far re- 


ferred to by company scientists as 
"Shell Scavenger"—deduces foul- 
ing by changing the nature of the 
spark plug deposit so it does not 
conduct electricity. 


Saves Time, Money 


Doolittle cites a giant Boeing 


Stratocruiser as an example of 
what would be accomplished in a 
reduction of spark plug fouling. 
The plane has four engines with 
28 cylinders each—and two plugs 
per cylinder or a total of 224 
plugs. It takes a skilled mechanic 
the better part of a day to remove 
and replace them. New plugs cost 
up to four dollars each. 


Because of the cost of this oper- 


ation, as well as the loss of money 
involved when a big plane is 
grounded, 
aviation 
circles 
are 


keenly interested in a product that 
promises longer operating periods 
and fewer plug replacements. 


Doolittle says, however, that the 


new ingredient still is under evalu- 
ation and final quantitative results 
must await several months of

One-Man Copter 
Will Be Tested

" PASADENA, Calif., (AP)—A 
one-man 1 0 0 - p o u n d helicopter 
powered by rockets in the tips of 
two small rotor blades will be 
tested soon by the navy. 


"It is the nearest approach that 


has been made to strapping a pair 
of rockets upon the back of a 
man and shooting him into space 
in comic strip fashion," said de-4. 
signer Bilbert Magill. Magill is 
president of the Rotor-Craft Corp. 
of Glendale, Calif., which is mak- 
ing the machine for the office of 
naval research here. 


The liquid-fuel rockets are con- 


trolled by a throttle. The rotors 
are fixed to a steel tube which 
supports fuel tanks and an open- 
air pilot's seat. The navy said the 
baby helicopter will carry a man* 
aloft at a rate of climb never con- • 
sidered possible for that type 
craft.
